Jury Gives Divided Verdict in 
the Suit Over Mrs. Fer- 
guson’s Millinery

South Shore and Chicago Yacht 


Brought Into the Case to 
Establish Social

Twelve jurors, including three bachelora, 


late yesterday afternoon decided in Judge 
Newcomer’s court that $60 hats ee 
for which a husband in m te cireum- 
stances legally may be held Mable when in- 
curred by his wife without his approval. 

Consequently, the jurors rendered two ver- 
dicts in the case of the Maison Nouvelle va 
Mr. and Mrs. L. W. Ferguson, 3921 Grand 
boulevard, the cage in question being a dis- 
pute as to whether the Maison Novuvelle 
AGE TEMAS eee OF FINS aeges, to be 
due on a millinery bill. 

The jurors decreed in one verdict thet Mra, 
Ferguson must pay the $166, the finding be- 
ing in favor of the plaintiff. j 

In the other verdict the jurors relieved Mrs, 

% husband from all responsibility, 
the finding being in favor of Mr. Ferguson as 
one of the defendanta The Maison Nouvelle 
was left to hold the bag for the $166 unless 
it overturns the verdict. 

The decision established a precedent so far 
as the classification of women's hats as 
necessaries of life is concerned. It isevident 
that the men in the jury box mentally “ put 
themselves in his place when Mr. Ferguson, 
as a witnees, related the sorrows of some 
young husbands when their wives succumb 
to an overweening desire for the “ pretty 
things’ that seem to grow in the windows 
of importers; shops. 

Is South Shore Club “Swell”? 

The degree of wellness to which the 
Bouth Shore Country club has attained was 
inquired into by Attorney Thompson, and 
the roster of. the club was proferred in evi- 
dence. Mr. Ferguson belongs to the club. 

The Chicago Yacht club likewise was 
brought into the limelight by Attorney 
Thompson on the supposition that it also 
ie a “ haunt of the idle rich,“ and that Mr. 
Ferguson's membership therein ought to 
bind him to pay for any hats and waists 

purchased by his wife, regardless of price. 

In the morning Mrs, Ferguson, young and 
chic, was drawn into the courtroom by a 
message from the benen to the effect that 


she: * the goods, hut che didnot 
claim she had paid in full, 


Ferguson on the Stand. 

Then Mr. Ferguson was called to the stand. 
He was attired in a costume largely made up 
of brown homespuri cut in the approved fash- 
ion and a large polka dot tie 

George W. Brown, attorney for the Fergu- 
sons, and Attorney Thompson, representing 
the plaintiff, avoided asking Mr. Ferguson 
just what salary he receives as manager of 
the Ogden Coal and Coke company, 908 
Dearborn street. The jury was told that in 
1008 Mr. Ferguson's income amounted to 
§500 monthly. 

“ What is the social position of the South 
Shore Country club?’ asked Attorney 
Thompson after Mr. Ferguson had admitted 
being a member. 

We're not going to try the South Shore 
Country club for its social position,’ in- 
terrupted Attorney Brown. 

“I want to show the class of people with 
whom Mr. Ferguson associates,’ continued 
Mr. Thompson in his efforts to show. Mr. 
Ferguson to be a man of wealth. Does not 
the South Shore Country club purport to be 
the ewellest country club in the United 
States?’ 

“I can't let the jury decide whether the 
South Shore Country club is the swellest 
country club in the United States,“ said 
Judge Newcomer mildly. 

“It ien’t intended that any poor people 
shall belong to it, is it?’ asked Attopney 
Thompson. 

„Wall.“ reeponded Mr. Ferguson, there 


are some wealthy people in the club and 


some that I might say are of the middle 


class. 
Doesn't Own a Yacht. 

“Is not the Chicago Yacht club, of which 
you are a member, an association of wealthy 
men? asked the er. 

Mr. Ferguson opined that a man might be- 
long to it for leas than $50 a year. He said 
he had been in the clubhouse about once dur- 
ing the last year, anyhow. 

“Do you. Own a yacht?” asked the at- 
torney. 

„No, I don't,“ replied Mr. Ferguson. 

“Do you oon any part or interest in a 
yacht?’ ; 

“No,” again responded Mr. Ferguson. 

Attorney Thompson was about to ask the 
witness if he possessed & yachting cap, but 
the court humanely ‘interfered. 


Warned Shop Over Telephone. 

In regard tothe millinery bill, Mr. Ferguson 
said the first he knew about his wife's pur- 
chases at the Maison Nouvelle was on July 
1 of last year; when a bill was rendered for 
the balance alleged to be due. He said he had 
told somebody at the store not to give his 
wife credit, but that the conversation was 
over the telephone, and he could not be cer- 
tam to whom he talked. ~ 


When the attorneys made their respective 


addresses to the jury they appealéd to the 
three bachelore who mt thereon in crafty 
terms. 

“We bachelors don't know just why it is, 
but we, know it to be a fact that when «a 
young and pretty woman goes into a store 
filled with pretty things, she wants to buy 
them whether she can afford it or not,” 
said Brown. Why, it’s a wonder that she 
didn’t buy the store. 

Judge Newcomer instructed the jury. in 
part as follows: 

Tou will not pass on whether Mrs. Fer- 
guson has disobeyed her husband or whether 
Mr. Brown is a bachelor. If you believe the 
goods were delivered to Mrs. Ferguson at 
her request and that both defendants were 
living together, unless the merchant is shown 
to have been notified not to sell to the de- 
fendant on crédit, you Will find for the plaint- 
iff against both defendants.” 

Ths court further inetructed that a verdict 


mich. be found for the husband and against 


the wife, and it was this instruction that 
the jury followed.

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LAW HALTS “DREAM OF BLISS” 


Mrs. F. L. Boud Asks Annulment 
of Marriage on Moral Ground. 


DIVORCED WITHIN A YEAR. 


‘Declares Another Coremony Will Mark 
 -Aifiiiversary of Deeres.

Although their short wedded life has been 
“one. fair dream of bliss,’’ Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank L. Boud will ask Judge Carpenter 
this mérning to annul their marriage, which 
took place on March 11, because Mrs. Boud 
was divorced lees than a year ago. In June 
another ceremony will be performed. It is 
said to be the first instance of this kind 
under the new law. 

It was Judge Carpenter’s decision a week 
ago that led the couple to ask for the annul- | 
ment. At that time the court handed down 
an opinion in which he declared thet di- 
voreed persons remarrying within a year 
lived together illegally. “ Moral grounds 
is the one reason advanced by Mrs. Boud in 
her application. 

Mre. Boud was the wife of R. O. Kruger, 
Chicago manager for a varnish company, 
until last June. She secured a decree then 
on the charge of cruelty. About the middle 
of February Mrs. Boud answered an adver- 
tisement inserted by Mr. Boud asking for 
an assistant. It wae less than a month aft- 
erward when they journeyed to Crown Point, 
Ind., where they were married by Justice 
Nicholson. 


Court’s Ruling Halts Bliss. 

“Tt was a rosy dream of bliss until we 
read Judge Carpenter’s decision,”’ said Mr. 
Boud, who is an artist at 825 Dearborn 
street, yesterday afternoon. “Since then 
we have discussed our wedding every spare 
minute. We consulted a number of lawyers 
and they all that the opinion was 
good law, So we décided to make immediate 
application for the annulment of our mar- 
riage.” 

Asp soon as they reached their decision Mr. 
Boud took up hie residence at a downtown 
hotel, Mrs. Boud remeining at their apart- 
ment. 2078 Kenmore avenue, with her 
mother. 

Pearl is the dearest, sweetest little woman 
in the Ww world,” said Mr. Boud. This 
step has t me many a sacrifice and yet 
I feel for her sake that it is best for us that 
we be declared legally not married until 
the law says that we may be joined to- 
gether. It is her wish and we both believe 
that it ie the right step.” 


Plan Wedding in June. 

If the a»nplication is granted the couple in- 
tend to be remarried, or“ married legally,“ 
as Mr. Boud puts it, in June, as soon after 
the anniversary of Mrs. Boud’s divorce from 
her first husband as post ible. 

Attorney George L He'ght agreed to file the 
application after several lawyers had re- 
fused to do 80, accordirg to Mr. Boud. The 
attorney last night said he hoped to have the 
necessary papers in shape to present this 
morning. 

Mx. Boud sald that the lawyer told him it 
was the first case on record of a woman vol- 
untarily making application to annul her 
marriage on the ground of morality. 


Former Husband in Sensational Suit.

CLELAND SAYS POOR SUFFER 
UNDER CHICAGO ORDINANCES. 
Judge Tells Church Club That Local 


Acts Are All in Favor of Wealthy 
Residents, 


City ordinances in Chicago favor the rich 
man and harm the poor man, according to 
Judge MeKenzie Cleland. 

Speaking before the men of the Parkside 
Baptist church, Washington avenue’ and 
Seventy-first street, last night, he said: 

“Recently in the same court were two 
cases of men Who were fined $50. One was a 
rich mam and, having been fined, pulled a 
$1,000 bill from his pocket, receiving his 
change. The other man could not pay $50. 
He went to the bridewell for 100 days. At 
the completion of less than half his term his 
wife, with two children, arrived in Chicago 
from Italy. 

Imagine this injustice of the law. Just 
as long as theré are rich and poor in our so- 
clety there will be an inequality of laws.”

Torpedo Boat Destroyer Tiger Cut in 


Two by Cruiser Berwick in Ports- 
mouth Harbor.

PORTSMOUTH, April 3, 3 a. m.—The tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Tiger was cut in two 
by the cruiser Berwick during the manen- 
vers of the Portsmouth reserve flotilla last 
night. 

Twenty-three of the crew of the Tiger were 
drowned and one of the twenty-two men 
picked up by the Gladiator died of his in- 
juries. ; 

A board of inquiry will be convened to 
place responsibility for the disaster. 

The Tiger was launched in 1000. Its length 
was 210 feet, breadth of beam 21 feet, and 
indicated horse power 6,400: Its maximum 
speed was thirty knots, and the ordinary 
complement of men sixty.

sR GROSS’ FORTUNE 1S GONE 


Real Estate Man and Playwright 
Files Bankruptcy Petition.

Samuel Eberly Gross, for many years a 
spectacular figure in real estate booms in 
and near Chicago, has lost his millions in 
“unwise speculation,” according to a tele 
gram received from Battig Creek, Mich., last 
night. Mr. Gross, who for the last seven 
months has been an inmate of a sanitarium 
in Battie Creek, yesterday filed bankruptcy 
proceedings in Detroit. ae 

According to W. F. Jacobs, one of Mr. 
Gross’ attorney, the lablilities represent 
about $500,000 and the assets $100,000, | 
in Chicago real estate. A disposition to re- 
veal as little as possible cf the circumstances 
attending Mr. Gross’ financial downfall has 
been evinced. In Battle Creek it was stated 
that he has no local investments and that no 
Battle Creek {institutions will be affected. 
Mr. Grose left the matter to the discretion 
of hia attorneys. 

Mrs. Gross Is Uninformed. 

Mrs. Emily Gross, wife of Mr. Gross, lives 
in Chicago in the picturesque house at 48 
Lake Shore drive, corner of Division street. 
She is interested in the work of women in 
public affairs. 

At the residence last night it was stated 
that nothing is known of the proceedings in 
Michigan. Mrs. Gross simply confirmed a 
staternent to the effect that Mr. Gross has 
been traveling for about four years, and 
that he has considered himself to be in poor 
health. 

Mr. Gross is best known in Chicago as the 
founder of suburbse—among them Grossdale. 
He furnished an innovation in the real es- 
tate business by Sunday excursions to points 
on the prairie west of Chicago, where bulld- 
ing lots were sold at auction after the man- 
ner of the far weet. He made much money 
in the business. . 


Beats Rostand in Lawsuit. 

Mr. Gross varied the monotony of making 
money in the real estate business by literary 
work. He wrote a play called “ The Mer- 
chant Prince of Cornville” which became 
known to the public principally from the 
fact that Mr. Gross subsequently accused 
Edmund Rostand of dppropriating it for the 
basis of Cyrano de Bergerac.” 

The real estate man hired a Chicago news- 
paper man, who was a French scholar, to go 
through the Frenchman's play and attempt 
to find proof of the alleged plagiarism.

The gift of nearly a million dollars of his 
first wife’s property to his second wife by the 
late Eugene D. Fisk of Chicago was de- 
clared illegal today by Judge Roraback of 
the Superior court. The decision closed one 
of the strangest cases ever tried m, Con- 
necticut. 

Mrs, Kate Fisk, who owned large tracts of 
real estate on Jackson boulevard in Chicago, 
signed deeda on her death bed in 1881 giving 
her husband, Eugene D. Fisk, all her prop- 
erty on his promise to hand it over to their 
two sons, Leonard and Louis Eugene, at his 
death. 

After his first wife's death Fisk married 
his servant, Margaret Fogarty. Their son, 
Emanuel, Fisk believed to be immortal, and 
before his death he willed the estate to his 
second wife and their son. Fisk often de- 
clared the boy was born to be the redeemer 
of the world.

SALOON PROBLEM REMEDY. 


Candidate for Democratic Nomination 
for Governor Speaks. 


John P. McGoorty, candidate for the demo- 
cratic nomination for governor, made public 
his platform yesterday in Chicago and in- 

ted it in a speech which he made at 
night before the Mandan club in Peoria. 
When Mr. McGoorty announced himself as a 
candidate he said that a statement of his 
views would come later and this promise was 
fulfilled by his laration on subjects of 
importance in the state. 8 

He discussed chiefly the need for local self - 
government in Chicago, for extension of 
civil service in the state institutions and de- 
partments, for the improvement of tax laws, 
for an amendment of the primary law to 
make it apply to the selection of national 
delegates and for banking retormm. 


Says “Give Cities More Power.” 

“TY believe in the principle of local seif- 
government in the fullest Sense of the term,” 
he said, “I have earnestly ad ed, and 
with some success, such legislation as would 
give to the cities, villages, and towns the 
right to on and regulate public utilities. 
Whether or not such right of control and 
regulation should be exercised is for the 
municipality to determine. 

“TI especially believe that the many cities 
and villages of Illinois, some of which al- 
ready have eléctric lighting plants for fur- 
nishing public light, should be allowed to 
sell light to their citizens. . 

“ Chicago presents many problems that 
call for enabling legislation from the state. 
That city sorely needs a home rule charter 
conferring broad powers. The defeat of the 
charter submitted to the voters last year 
does not mean that Chicago does not need 
nor does not want a new charter. It merely 
means that théparticular act submitted was 
objectionable, partly because of things it did 
contain and partly because of things it did 
not contain. While drawn on home rule 
dines in the main, the charter was objection- 
able for one reason because it did not provide 
for home rule for Chi on the question 
of Sunday observance. 


Finds a Sunday Glosing Remedy. 

That the situation in Chicago is creditable 
neither to that city nor to the state is 
admitted by both the advocates and the 
opponents of the open Sunday policy. The 
right way out of the difficulty is for the legis 
lature to confer upon the Chicago city council 
power to legislate upon the subject of Sun- 
day observance in Chicago. It then will be 
incumbent upon the city authorities to make 
the law conform to the prevailing local senti- 
ment and then enforce the enactments 
agreed upon. 

I feel sure that the majority of the people 
of Chicago would favor this method of deal- 
ing with the subject, and I believe a proper 
campaign of education would lead the peo- 
ple of the state at large to see that this 
policy would be the best for all concerned.“ 

He said there should be a new banking law 

in the state, with a banking department in 
charge of a supérintendent of banking, and 
he condemned the IIIinois and Michigan 
canal commissioners for their conduct in 
the Dresden Heights deal with the Economy 
Light and Power company. 
“It is a matter of grave conqern to the 
state,” he said, that these commissioners 
continue in office notwithstanding their 
gross inefficiency and unpardonable indif- 
ference to the interests of the people. With 
an undertaking so great and vast as the 
deep waterway the public will not long sut- 
fer such public servants to be intrusted with 
rights which should be safeguarded for pub- 
lic uses to the end ot time. 


Makes Plea for Home Rule. 

“I have enumerated some of the great 
questions now before the people of the state 
that are pressing for settlement. The pres- 
ent republican administration has failed sig- 
nally to meget its pledges. The democratic 
party in the#legisiature has led the wey in 
the fight for home rule, direct primartes,'civil 
and should be 
réturned to power as it was sixteen years 
ago, under the leadership of that patriot, 
John P. Altgeld.“

Tilden and Hancock each had the electoral 
vote of New Jersey, and McClellan carried 
the state against Lincoln in 1864, as Seymour 
did net Grant in 1868. : 

New Jersey switched completely only on 
the silver question. McKinley carried the 
state in 1896 by something Ie 90,000 plurail- 
ity over Bryan, but four years later the 
plurality was cut down a 30 per cent, and 
Roosevelt’s. plurality in the record breaking 
year of 1904 was 10,000 less than that of Me- 


| Kinley eight years earlier. 


In the gubernatorial campaign of last year 
Fort won by the narrow plurality of 8,000. 
A less skillful campaigner would almost cer- 
tainly have been defeated. 

The liquor intereste in New Jersey were 
arrayed against the republicans, and it is to 
the credit of the governor that since he ae 
sumed the duties of the office he has never at 
any time undertaken to make terms with 
the saloon element for the sake of increasing 
his popularity. 

He has stood vehemently for satisfactory 
excise laws. Only this week in his message 
to the legislature he went out of his way to 
defy the liquer people. 


Defi to Liquor Interests. 

The governor reiterated his declaration

While the Chicago national bankers will 
not object to this amendment, they are 
opposed to the one which increases the 
proportion of.a country bank’s 15 per 
cent reserve which it must keep in its 
own vaults. They assert that the effect 
would be to keep an enormous {mount 
of money idle; that it would decrease the 
supply of loanable funds in the reserve 
and central reserve cities, which are the 
great business centers, and would operate 
to raise interest rates. 

Senator Johnston, the author of the pro- 
vision, estimates that if it shall become 


operative it will withdraw from New 


York and other reserve cities about $200,- 

000,000. This seems desirable to him, be- 
cause it would strengthen the home banks 
and check the use of the reserve money 


in ald of speculation, What proportion 


of that money is used in aid of specula- 
tion and what in aid of business the sena- 
tor did not say. Information on that 
point would be interesting. Probably 
about all the reserve money which is 
handled by Chicago banks is loaned for 
dusiness purposes. 

If Senator Johnston’s measure were in 
operation deposits in the banks in reserve 
and central reserve cities would shrink, 
but some banks in those cities could add 
to their supply of currency by letting go 
some of the stocks and bonds which they 
carry. Not long ago one bank in New 
York. City with deposits of $100,000,000 
had $55,000,000 invested in stocks and 
bonds. That is equal to one-fourth of 
the total reserve money which Senator 
Johnston thinks would be withdrawn 
from the reserve cities. If the La Fol- 
lette amendment shall become the law 
that bamk will not have so many securi- 
ties in its vaults, but it will have more 
money to lend to business men. 

Nobody spoke against Senator John- 
ston’s amendment and nobody / ‘voted 

gainst it. All phases ef the subject

THE DATE OF: REVISION. 


The Indiana republicans have “ seen

tariff session immediately after the 4th 
of March next.

would have only four months to legislate 
in. That might be enongh for the house 
if it worked at high pressure,.but it would 
not be enough for the senate. Any meas- 
ure which its standpat members would 
permit to pass at the short session hardly 
would be acceptable to those who desire 
something more than a casual and imper- 
fect revision. If the democrats should 
carry the house, then it would be a ques- 
tion for the republican party to determine 
whether it ought not to keep its tariff re- 


usual, surreptitiously, and Gov. Fort finds 
the legislature and the party re yn rap- 
idly away from its duty. 

In this juncture, happily both for the 
State of New Jersey and for the repub- 
lican party, there is an honest, sensible, 
and courageous man in the governor's 
office. Gov. Fort has just sent d mes 
sage to the legislature reminding it of 
the mandate of the people of the state for 
reform, definitely specifying those reforms, 
and eandidly discussing the infidelity as 
well as the short sighted folly of evasion 
and disobedience.

With regard to the Basearabas family, to 
which be claims to belong, I may mention 
that it is firet heard of, not in the time of 
the Roman empire, but iu the fourteenth 
century. in the person of Jugomir Bassa- 
ra bas. 

Towards the end of the sixteenth century 
it acquired the great domain of Brancovent 
and in 1688 received the Hungarian title of 
counts of Braucovan, and fifty years after 
wards that of princes of the holy Roman 
empire. 

— 

In the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, Bassarabas, count of Brancovan, 
played a promifent role in the war between 
the Turks and the Russians, and, having 
been found guilty of treachery to both Peter 
the Great and to the sultan, was strangled 
by orders of the latter, along with his four 
sons. 

The house of Bassgrabas became extinct 
through the death in 1833 of the last prince 
of Brancovan of the holy Roman empire. 

His adopted daughter, Zoe Mavrcordato, 
married George Bibesco, who was elected 
hoepodar, or Turkish governor, of Wallachia 
in 1842, his electian being subsequently con- 
firmed by appointment from the sultan. 

On the strength of his marriage with the 
adopted daughter of the last of the Bas- 
garabas princes of Brancovan of the holy 
Roman emptre, he assumed the hame ‘of 
‘Brancovan, and his son Gregory in 1860 re- 
ceived authorization from the Austrian 
crown to use the title of prince of Branco- 
van in Austria and Hungary. 

Gregory made his home wholly in France, 
where he was known until his death, in 
1888, as Prince Bassarabas de Brancovan, a 
title by which. his only son Constantine, now 
88 years of age, is likewise known, although 
they have no blood relationship with the 
great but now entirely extinct Roumanian 
house of Bassarabas de Brancovan. 

Young Prince Constantine has two sisters, 
one of whom, Elizabeth, is married to Count 
Mathieu de Noailles, and has achieved much 
celebrity as a novelist. 

The other sister, Helen, is the wife of Prince 
Alexander de Caraman Chimay. 

The widow of the late Prince Gregory 


Sete who died as Turkish ambassador in 
ndon last winter. Let me add that Prince 
Constantine Bassarabas de Brancovan, like 
his father, makes his home in Paris. 

He has however, also a residence at Bucha- 
rest. and holds a commission of lieutenant 
of reserves in the Austrian army; not, how- 
ever, as prince, but as plain Constantine 
Brancovan.

ST, PETERSBURG, April 2—Count Tol- 
stoi has received a remarkable letter from a 
princess belonging to the Union of True Rus- 
sian people written in a halt reproachful, half

RIOTERS ARE SHOT DOWN 
BY SOLDIERS IN ROME. 
Anarchists Take Advantage of a Funer- 


al to Make ee Resulting 
in Death to Two. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
ROME, April 2.—There was a funeral pro- 
céssion here today composed of bricklayers 
and masons, the purpose of which was not 
go much to show respect for the deceased as 
to make a hostile demonstration near the 
building occupied by the Austrian embassy 
accredited to the holy see. 

Most of the original participants were anti- 
clericals, but the cortége was subsequently 
swelled by several thousand persons, mostly 
anarchists and loafers who were looking for 
trouble. 

The police, when informed of the intention 
of the crowd, blocked the street in which the 
embassy is located. While they were trying 
to break up the crowd, in which they were 
aided by soldiers, three wagons loaded with 
bricks were upset. The demonstrators im- 
mediately seized the bricks and used them 
as missiles. 

Several police and soldiers were hurt. Re- 
volver shots were fired and these were fol- 
lowed by a Mfle volley. The rain of brickbats 
continued ahd the soldiers. were ordered to 
fire again. 
into the air, but the second was aimed at the 
crowd. 

Two of the rioters were killed outright and 
three fatally wounded. Twelve others were 
injured. Twenty policemen and soldiers were 
seriously injured.

I could have made a jump from Westville to |

all. 

I also figured on a line to Jamestown, but 
discovered that I would be blocked at that 
point.

As it was I covered 136 miles by trolley and 
fifty-eight miles by steam railroad, making 
the total distance so far covered 88 miles, of 
which 651 miles have been made-exelusively +: 
by trolley. The cost today has been $4.00, of 
which the steam road got $2.20. The total for 
fares to date is $14.70. 

I left Johnsonville (which is the other name 
for Cleveland), under the most unauspicious 
circumstances, especially for April. It was 
early and it was snowing.

Care of the Finger Nails. 


There has been a great change in late years 
in manicuring methods. The old steel im- 
plements, which were so painful and which 
resulted so often in disfigured nails, have 
been banished in the up to date beauty par- 
iors. They have been replaced by ivory in- 
struments toa great extent. With the proper 
instruments and a little practice you can 
manicure your own nails, so that they will 
look just as nice as if you spent half an after- 
2 and a nice big 50 cent piece to have them 

one. 

The instruments needed are small finger 
nail scissors, several emery boards, a piece 
of pumice stone, an ivory or orange wood 
stick, some good nail polish, and a buffer. The 
hands should be well soaked in soap and hot 
water and dried carefully with an old linen 
towe!. The towel may be used to push back 
the skin. The cuticle never should be cut 
about the base of the nail. If there are any 
hengnails they should be snipped away care- 
fully Do not polish the nails too highly, and 
do not under any consideration use red paste 
to polish the nails with.

Care for Your Shoes. 

When boots and shoes not In use are depos- 
ited in a damp place they become covered 
ordinarily with mold, which attacks the 
leather; when deposited in a dry place they 
become hard and wrinkled—a fact known to 
all, although the remedy may not be. This 
double disadvantage may be avoided if the 
articles are first rubbed with a rag on which 
a few drops of oil of turpentine have been 
sprinkled. The oil of turpentine acts fa- 
vorably as a preservative to the leather and 
is a deterrent to rats and mice, whose depre- 
dations are often as injurious as those of 
temperature.
